West To Meet 
With Russia 
In Future

WASHINGTON GB—The Western 
Powers now seem certain to meet 
with Russia on critical world is­ 
sues in a few months, b ut if Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower is to go into a 
Big Four conference he apparently 
will want powerful reasons for do­ 
ing so. 
Eisenhower 
has 
indicated 
he 
wants evidence the conference will 
make a positive contrib ution to 
peace hopes, that a sound prepara­ 
tory b asis has b een laid and that 
there are no unnecessary dangers 
of b ad results. 
For two years the President has 
expressed readiness to go any­ 
where to meet with anyone if 
there was hope it would promote 
peace. However, as at previous 
news conferences, he emphasized 
Wednesday the difficulties in the 
way of top-level talks. This time 
he b rought up a concern that is 
much in the minds of diplomats— 
the 
danger 
that 
a 
conference 
which is ill prepared 
may go 
wrong and make things worse in­ 
stead of b etter. 
He specifically cited the difficul­ 
ties of holding a conference with­ 
out some kind of agenda, or list 
of issues for discussion. 
His chief advisers b elieve there 
has not yet b een any evidence of 
real change in Soviet aims or pol­ 
icies. The President clearly wants 
exploratory talks to find out wheth­ 
er under the surface the Soviets 
have changed or may change. But 
his reservations ab out personal in­ 
volvement suggest he feels explor­ 
ation is properly a job for his 
secretary of state. 
Diplomats see many dangers in 
a Big Four meeting, among them: 
I. The possib ility that a meeting 
b etween 
Eisenhower and Soviet 
Premier Bulganin may b e taken 
to mean acceptance b y the United 
States of Communist domination of 
the satellite countries.

WASHINGTON /P — It is fairly certain President 
Eisenho wer hasn’t decided whether this co u ntry 
will fight to defend the Matsu and Qu emo y islands 
fro m Red Chinese attack. He’s been v agu e o n it. 
The v agu eness has a v irtu e. 
What isn’t clear is whether the v agu eness is delib­ 
erate o r the resu lt o f p u tting o ff a decisio n o n an 
u np leasant p ro blem u ntil it o ccu rs. If ifs the latter, 
the v agu eness might tu rn o u t to be any thing bu t 
a v irtu e. 
An indiv idu al high in the administratio n — he’s 
been named by so me newsp ap ers as the President’s 
p ress secretary James C. Hagerty — to ld newsmen 
this week at an o ff the-reco rd dinner the decisio n 
hasn’t been made bu t p ro bably wo u ld be befo re an 
attack. 
There is no do u bt abo u t this co u ntry ’s determina­ 
tio n to help Chiang Kai-shek and his Natio nalists 
defend Fo rmo sa. It is p ledged by treaty to do so . 
Bu t it is no t co mmitted to defending the small is­ 
lands in the Fo rmo sa Strait. 
This is the v irtu e o f v agu eness o n the islands: the 
Reds hav e threatened to take the islands. A warn­ 
ing fro m Eisenho wer that they ’d hav e to fight if they 
tried it might fo rce them, o u t o f self-co nscio u sness, 
to make the try * 
So lo ng as he do esn’t dare them, they can try to 
sav e face by fo rego ing fo rce and try ing to get the 
islands thro u gh p eacefu l nego tiatio n and p erhap s 
a p ro mise to be go o d bo y s. 
In that case. Eisenho wer might let them hav e the 
islands, p articu larly since this co u ntry ’s allies are 
co o l abo u t fighting fo r them. 
Bu t if the v agu eness abo u t defending the islands 
is merely a relu ctance to make a decisio n u ntil the 
mo ment o f crisis, the United States co u ld find itself 
in the same embarrassing p o sitio n it did in Indo ­ 
china. 
The war there, between the French and Co mmu ­ 
nist-led Vietminh, lasted fo r y ears. In that time 
bo th the Tru man and Eisenho wer administratio ns 
had time to make fu ll p lans in case the Co mmu ­ 
nists began to cru sh the French. 
If su ch p lans were ev er made, there was no ev i­ 
dence o f it when the crisis came and the French 
began to to tter. In that mo ment o f disaster Secre­ 
tary o f State Du lles went dashing o ff to Eu ro p e to 
see if Britain wo u ld jo in the United States in inter­ 
v ening to sto p the Vietminh. Britain wo u ldn’t.

Guard for the next two years was 
some three and three-fourths mil­ 
lion dollars of which a million and 
40 thousand was for construction.

National Guard armories in cities 
throughout Indiana are used for 
civic purposes also. Many public 
meetings and events are held in 
these armories. 
Fam ily Units Grow 
Throughout Indiana 
We have heard a lot about the 
increase in population of Indiana, 
that is growing faster than most 
states, through migration of work­ 
ers here 
Also, Hoosier birthrate is run­ 
ning over 100,000 a year. 
The increase in population has 
many angles not often considered. 
For instance, a family buys a lot 
of things in common, such as auto­ 
mobiles, farm machinery and furn­ 
iture. 
Statistics from Washington and 
the Metropolitan Lite; Insurance 
Company show that as of 1940 we 
had 38 million plus families in the 
U. S. A. By 1950 our population in 
America had increased to 138 mil­ 
lion persons 
and 
nine-tenths of 
these people were living in a fam­ 
ily. 
By 1940 there were 892,000 fam­ 
ilies in the Hoosier state. But, Ly 
1950 Indiana had 1,309,105 fami­ 
lies. The average Hoosier family 
stays around three and one-half 
persons. 
Hard Core Of State 
Welfare Recipients 
We talk a lot about cutting In­ 
diana’s welfare bill. Many worthy 
reductions have been made in the 
way of economy in operation. Yet, 
there is a hard core of aged, blind 


or crippled Hoosiers who can nev­ 
er make their own way. 
As of the end of February there 
were 61,026 persons in Indiana who 
received $2,178,623 in assistance 
for the month. Of these, 36.739 per-1 
sons could not be self sustaining 
because of old age. Their average 
award was $37.66 per month. There 
were 22,529 children involved in 
some 7,799 families who had to 
have assistance and 1,758 blind 
persons receiving aid. The average 
needy family of children got $82 09 
per month assistance and the blind 
$49.31 a month. 
Of course almost all those on re­ 
lief were able to get small sums 
from other sources to keep them 
going.

cabin cruisers the Navy keeps in 
constant readiness for President 
Eisenhower’s use are maintained 
prim arily, the White House said 
today, “ for any emergency re­ 
quiring relocation of the govern­ 
m ent.” 
Jam es C. Hagerty, presidential 
press secretary, gave no further 
details. 
“ Any details as to their specific 
role in any em ergency could de 
feat the whole purpose as to why 
they are kept available at ail 
tim es,” he said. 
Eisenhower has displayed little 
interest in them. He used one of 
them last Aug. 9 to take his three j 
grandchildren for a Potomac River 
ride. He hasn t been near either 
boat since. 
Eisenhower aides had the two 
cruisers set aside for emergency 
or pleasure use after the Presidnt j 
ordered the big presidential yacht 
Williamsburg decommissioned. He 
called the yacht, which President 
Truman used quite a bit, an “ un­ 
necessary luxury.” 
The cruisers had been comman­ 
deered from private owners during 
the war. The owners had not cho­ 
sen to buy them back. 
They are named for the Presi­ 
dent’s granddaughters — the Susie 
E and the B arbara Anne. The Bar­ 
bara Anne has been thoroughly re­ 
conditioned and fitted with four 
new diesel engines at a cost of 
about $140,000. Renovation of the 
60-foot Susie E cost about $35,000.

WASHINGTON WI — A strange 
new what-is-it has been added to 
the Smithsonian Institution’s vast 
collection of oddities: just about 
the biggest balanoglossus in the 
world. 
What’s 
a 
balanoglossus? 
It’s 
hard to get a straight answer out 
of scientists, and no wonder. The 
balanoglossus is something like a 
worm, something like a starfish 
and a little like a veterbrate— 
that is, a creature with a back­ 
bone. 
In fact, says the Smithsonian, 
the balanoglossus—which looks like 
a giant worm and smells like a 
freshly opened bottle of iodine— 
sometimes is considered a sort of 
link between the worm, echino­ 
derm 
(starfish) 
and 
veterbrate 
groups. 
Summing up the balanoglossus, 
the government museum says: 
“ It got stuck in the mud two 
or three hundred million years ago 
and remained lost like a worm.” 
This 
particular 
balanoglossus 
was dug out of beach and sand 
at Grand Isle, La., by Dr. Harry 
J. Bennett, of Louisiana State Uni­ 
versity. It took him and six help­ 
ers half a day. They had to work 
gingerly for balanoglossi—or is it 
balanoglossuses? — are 
delicate 
and go all to pieces when dis­ 
turbed. 
When he got through, he had a 
balanoglossus 
more 
than 
three 
feet long—“probably one of the 
largest specimens of its kind ever 
obtained intact,” says the Smith­ 
sonian. People have told of seeing 
balanoglossi up to six feet long 
but nobody’s got a whole one that 
big. 
You too could probably catch a 
balanoglossus if you had the pa­ 
tience—and happened to want one. 
They’re 
found 
on 
seacoasts 
all 
over the world, usually just be­ 
yond the low-tide mark. 
Tile trick in hunting them: Look 
for 
a 
balanoglossus’ 
proboscis. 
This is an acomlike organ which 
serves as a tongue. The balano­ 
glossus spends his life buried in 
mud or sand, sticking his tongue 


out. The tongue gathers food par­ 
ticles from the water. 
This 
proboscis—if 
you’re 
still 
w i t h 
us — extends 
backward 
through the trunk as a cordlike 
structure 
resembling 
the 
spinal 
cord of higher animals. The ba­ 
lanoglossus also has gill slits, like 
fish. Finally, the crazy, mixed-up 
thing lays eggs which hatch into 
wigglers you could hardly distin­ 
guish from the young of starfish. 
Who 
besides 
the 
Smithsonian 
n e e d s 
a 
balanoglossus? 
Well, 
shrimp and lobsters gorge them ­ 
selves on balanoglossi at certain 
seasons. 
It 
makes 
them 
taste 
dreadfully of iodine.

Many of today’s parents are try­ 
ing to enforce the rules of another j 
age on their teen-age sons and 
daughters, says Millicent McIn­ 
tosh, president of Barnard College, 
New York. 
“The whole pattern of young peo­ 
ple's thoughts and actions has com­ 
pletely 
changed in the 
decade 
since the war,” says Mrs. McIn­ 
tosh. 
“Older people in many cases do 
not realize this, and lay down the 
same rules that worked when they 
were young. Actually they are liv- 
I ing in a different world.” 
Mrs. McIntosh is well qualified 
to speak on the problems of young 
people, not only in her professional 
capacity, but as the mother of five 
children between the ages of 15 
1 and 21. 
“Adults tend to think all teen- 
; agers have gone to the dogs,” she 
continues. “ I do not agree with 
this. I think today’s young people 
probably have greater responsibil­ 
ity and individual integrity than 
did their parents at the same age. 
“Life moves faster today, and 
it is more complicated. Today’s 
boys and girls do not behave any 
worse than did the last generation; 
they simply have a more realistic 
attitude. 
They 
want 
the 
same 
things their parents did, but they 
want them on different terms. 
“ Parents and teachers who are 
concerned with the welfare of the 
younger 
generation 
should 
not 
lecture them, but instead should 
try to understand their viewpoint 
and catch up with their world." 
Because of her faith in the 
basic integrity of most of today’s 
young people, Mrs. McIntosh made 
the subject of the recent seventh 
annual 
Barnard 
Forum 
“The 
Younger Generation: A New* Per­ 
spective.” 
A panel of distinguished speak­ 
ers included: Mrs. Oveta Culp Hob­ 
by, U. S. Secretary of Health, Edu­ 
cation 
and 
Welfare; Ernestine 
I Gilbreth 
Carey, 
co-author 
of 
“Cheaper by the Dozen” ; William 
F. QuilJan 
Jr., president, 
Ran- 
dolph-Macon*s Woman’s College; 
Harold A. Odell, principal, Mont­ 
clair. N J , Hi^h School, and a 
representative group of college and 
high school students, who gave 
the young people’s view. 
Speaking on the subject: “ Is the 
Family V)htdate<r” Mr> Carey ac­ 
cused today’s parents of too much 
indulgence and too little thought. 
She said: 
“ As parents, one of our most 
tantalizing paradoxes is this: wiiile 
we overindulge our young people 
with one hand, we shield them 
from essential realistic experience 
with the other.” 
Dr. Quillan spoke on “The Mor­ 


al Standards of Today’s Youth,” : 
and said: 
“Young people want to know I 
why. Why one ought to do this 
and why one ought not to do that. 
When they find that their prob­ 
lems are being approached on th e ; 
assumption that they are reason- i 
able and responsible persons, they 
respond.” 
The panel of experts agreed that I 
today’s young people aged 12 to I 
20 cannot be grouped under the all- 1 
inclusive tag “teen-agers,” with 
the same rules applicable to all. 
They expressed sound faith in the j 
new’ generation, which faces a com- j 
pletely different world than that of 
their parents, and urged that the 
oldsters stop condemning them and 
instead try to understand them. 


Most Japs Show 
No 111 Effects 
After Bombing 


LOS ANGELES (J*) — Japanese' 
who lived through the hottest part j 
of the atom bombing of Hiroshima 
have produced children who show 
no significant signs of hereditary | 
ill effects after IO years, say med- j 
ical investigators. 
Among offspring of 185 women 
who were pregnant and were in 
the area closest to ground zero 
only eight have shown signs of 
radiation injury, said Dr. Robert 
H. Holmes, director of the U.S. 


Atomic Bomb Casualty Commis­ 
sion. 
The 
affected youngsters have 
heads slightly smaller than aver­ 
age and are somewhat mentally 
retarded. But thus far there is no 
significant evidence that they or 
any of the youngsters have been 
damaged genetically, Dr. Holmes 
reported. 
Adult survivors in the hot zone, 
an area of 2,000 meters radius 
directly beneath the bomb target 
center, 
developed 
16 times 
as 
much leukemia, a cancerlike con­ 
dition of the blood, as did un­ 
radiated Japanese, but even these 
added up to only 44 cases. 
Some of the more heavily radi­ 
ated adults became temporarily 
infertile but regained their ability 
to produce children. 
Not enough time has passed to 
tell definitely what the long-range 
effects of the bomb will be, Dr. 
Holmes said. 
The report was made Tuesday 
night to a nationwide television au­ 
dience in a film recording made by 
a drug firm with the cooperation 
of the bomb commission and the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 


Siamese Tw in 
Girls Separated 
By Operation 


CHICAGO I*—Twenty-month-old 
% 
Siamese twin girls, who survived 
separation surgery Tuesday, were 
reported resting comfortably Wed­ 
nesday. 
The girls, Prissana and Napit 
Polpinyo, were flown to the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago IO days ago 
from Bangkok. After the 3Vfe-hour 
operation, they were reported in 
“excellent” condition. Unless un­ 
expected complications set in, doc­ 
tors believe they have good pros­ 
pects of achieving a complete re­ 
covery. 
The Polpinyo girls were joined 
from the lower chest to the ab­ 
domen. 
The 
connecting 
tissue, 
some six inches in diameter, con­ 


tained bone, muscle and a fused 
single liver, twic. ordinary size. 
Because both girls nad ducts lead­ 
ing to the liver the surgeons were 
able to divide it, giving half to 
each. 
The surgery was performed at 
the university’s Billings Hospital 
by Dr. Lester R. Dragstedt, chair­ 
man of the university’s surgery 
department. Assisting were three 
resident physicians, including his 
son, Dr. Lester Jr., an interne, 
and three anesthetists. 
The twins are daughters of two 
Thailand school teachers, Nuk and 
Chuan Polpinyo, of Chumpair, a 
village near Bangkok. They are 
under the care of the Thai govern­ 
ment which had stipulated that no 
operation should be attempted un­ 
less both girls were given a good 
chance for survival.

Eisenhower discussed the world 
situation with a bipartisan group of

Martin (R-Mass), the House 
minority party leader, offered a 
separate sum-up of the picture 
presented by Eisenhower and Sec- 


j retary of State Dulles at the White 
House conference: 
“Not too bright and not too 
gloomy, still tense." 
The 2'14-hour meeting touched on 
the question of Quemoy and Matsu, 
but Rayburn said Eisenhower did 
not say whether the United States 
would defend these Chinese Na­ 
tionalist islands against a Commu­ 
nist attack. 
Rayburn’s statement that he felt 
no better about the international 
situation was in response to a ques­ 
tion whether he was encouraged 
by what Eisenhower and Dulles 
reported. Rayburn refused to say 
more on the point and Dulles de­ 
clined to say anything. 


I 
Eisenhower will hold a similar 
meeting Thursday with Republican 
and Democratic leaders in the Sen­ 
ate, especially those in charge of 
legislation on foreign policy. 
The meetings were described as 
intended for further development 
I of bipartisan foreign policy. 
Rayburn said Wednesday’s meet­ 
ing shed no light on what a ques­ 
tioner referred to as apparent dif­ 
ferences between 
the 
President 
and Adm. Robert B. Carney, chief 
of naval operations. 
Carney has been quoted as tell­ 
ing a group of newsmen at a back­ 
ground conference last week that 
the Red Chinese probably would 
start an attack on Quemoy and 


the Matsus by mid-April. Eisen­ 
hower told his news conference 
Wednesday he had no such infor­ 
mation; he also said speculation 
about the possibility of war does 
the country no service. 
Sen. Kefauver (D-Tenn) kept the 
Quemoy-Matsu controversy rolling 
with a speech prepared for Senate 
delivery, saying: 
“That the United States should 
be plunged into a war over Matsu 
and Quemoy ought to be unthink­ 
able. Yet there are those in high 
places in the present administra­ 
tion itself who are plotting and 
planning to bring such a war about 
whatever the risks involved.”
